Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants noted that there is support for the limitation a "closed" 
layer at page 3 of the specification. The examiner agreed and will withdrawn the 112 1st paragraph rejection. With 
regard to the art rejection, Applicant noted that Tejima does not state the nonwoven is a reinforcing layer and noted 
that paragraph 5 of the final rejection states that generally the presence of the nonwoven would be recognized by one 
of ordinary skill in the art as performing a reinforcing function in a material such as is disclosed in Tejima. Applicants 
stated that they did not necessarily agree with this statement and that they may consider presenting evidence that the 
fabric layer in Tejima might not necessarily perform a reinforcing function. The examiner agreed to consider any 
evidence submitted by Applicants but at this time maintains the position that the Tejima fabric would also necessanly 
function as a reinforcement and that the person of ordinary skill in would recognize this and optimize the basis weight 
in Tejima at least in part to produce a laminate having the desired strength, as well as aesthetic values . 
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
